Nov. 20, 1957 
New York 



A meeting of 20 CP. functionaries from New York and 
vicinities was held in the office of the Daily Worker on 
Nov. 7th, 1957. The purpose of the meeting was to accelerate 
the D.W. fund and sub drives. 

Steve Nelson, who chaired the meeting, said that the D.W. 
conference (which was held in October in N.Y.) "wasn't a 
good conference. No constructive work, just a lot of talking," 
This meeting, Nelson said, was called for the purpose of finding 
out ways to rebuild the D.W. He also underlined the point 
that that CP. at present is weak "yet our Party is the only 
force which should build and must build the D. W. " 

The largest group of functionaries (CP.) at the meeting was 
from the garment center from Manhattan. 

Fanny Hechtman (garment worker CP. functionary) said that 
"we can not give our approval to the political policy of the 
D.W.'buU" at the same time we realise that we must continue 
to. support and build it *- it is our paper." 

There were different proposals which were made by different 
speakers on the raising of funds and getting subs . 

A functionary from Queens proposed that in every community 
CP. members should visit all former readers of the D.W. 
asking them to again to become D.W. subscribers. - 

Gerber (or Gerbert?), a tall thin man, 60 years old from upper 
Manhattan proposed to concentrate on new readers and to 
concentrate on the youth. For this purpose to organize in 
the communities "D,W. youth brigades." He criticized the 
communique, which was published in the D.W. (Nov 7th issue) 
which sent greeting from the CP USA to the CPSU onThe 
40th anniversary of the S.U. He complained that this 
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communique failed to underline the fact that socialism was 
established in the S.U. under the tanner of the CP. 

Sofia ("Braided") from the Manhattan county CP. criticized 
John Gates for failing to carry out the policies for the D W 
set forth by the National Committee CP, "But we, in 
Manhattan County, decided to help in the rebuilding of 
the D.W. our garment workers are working hard to get funds 
and subs . " 

Most of those who spoke while critical of the "political 
policy" of the D.W. "realized the "importance of rebuilding 
the D.W. to its original form." " 

The meeting decided that each county C-P. should assign their 
own quota of subs and funds. To concentrate until January, 
1950 on funds. To organize everywhere house parties for 
raising funds for the D.W. To organize a large affair on 
the eccassion of the 34th anniversary of the D.W 
At this aTfair to raisefunds and to get subs. 

It was decided to have those meetings, with representatives 
from all CP. county committees, every 2 weeks or so at the 
D.W. offices. The next meeting will be held on Nov. 21st, 
1957. ' — '
